Treasurer urges 
reinstatement.

Council directs chief to hire 
three police officers to bring 
department to full force

Despite a letter from Grayling's chiet 
financial officer urging reinstatement of the 
Grayling City Manager to get through trou- 
bled economic times, the Grayling City 
Council appointed its police chief to handie 
administrative duties for the community 
last week. 

Grayling Police Chief Doug Baum was 

appointed to serve as the acting Grayling 
City Manager by the Grayling City Council 
on Monday, Feb. 8. 
‘ The city council placed City Manager 
David A. Thayer on administrative leave on 
Feh, 22 while he faces alleged charges for 
violating the state's Social Security Privacy 
Act. 

The council voted to force Thayer to go 
on leave while his court case for 24 counts 
of allegedly violating the Socia) Security 
Privacy Act is pending in Crawford County 
District Court. 

A letter from Grayling — City 
Treasurer/Income Tax Administrator Terry 
McGregor was among the correspondence 
submitted to the city council last week, urg- 
ing the panel to reinstate Thayer to his posi- 
tion. 

In her letter, McGregor credited Ben 
Chouinard, the sexton for the Elmwood 
Cemetery, for stepping forward to address 
huge projects the city is invofved with in 
Thayer's absence, McGregor, however, said 
the division among the community and 
staff at city hall compelled her to urge the 
city council to consider a new course of 
action. 

McGregor said she urged the council to 
consider the financial ramifications of stl 
paying contractual obligations to Thayer, 
which total over $100,000, while also pay- 
ing an acting city manager to take on added 
duties. 

In an interview with the Crawford 
County Avalanche on Friday, MeGregor 
said: “Based strictly on my fiduciary 
responsibilities, | made a recommendation 
to reinstate the city manager to avoid any 
possible disruption of some very important 
economic development projects that could 
potentially increase our tax base and jobs 
for the City of Grayling. Also, [ do not 
believe that the reinstatement would have

He added that it was 
imperative that farmers be 
recruited now for the upcom- 
ing season before they com- 
mit to other farm markets. 

“We don't have farmers in 
our area so we have to 
recruit them to bring them 
in,” Wellman said. 

City officials also decided 
they wanted the Grayling 
Farm Market to return to the 
area in front the Michigan 
State Police Grayling Crime 
Lab, which was the former 
Grayling City Hall.

Detroit ponders plan to ruralize city 


The city would demolish houses 
in the most blighted areas, and 
move residents into 
neighborhoods,” according to 
reports on the plan. 

A “stronger neighborhood” is 
not defined. 

The same idea was put forth 
back in the 1990s, and the condi- 
tion of much of the city has deteri- 
orated at a faster pace since then 
with the changing and ever-declin- 
ing economic health of Detroit. 
One recent estimate claims Detroit 
now has 33,500 empty houses and 
91,000 vacant residential lots, 

Mayor Bing has picked up on 
the city renewal idea, and has been 
lobbying Washington for funds to 
help renew Detroit, with $40.8 
million recently approved.

SUPPORTERS OF the overhaul 
envision fruit trees, orchards and 
vegetable farms replacing the pre- 
sent empty buildings, vacant lots, 
and deteriorating homes. Those 
neighborhoods which — survive 
demolition would become pockets

in the more wide open spaces that 
would be one-quarter of Detroit. 

It would cost in the hundreds of 
millions of dollars to buy property, 
tear down buildings, relocate resi- 
dents. Where does the money 
come from? The city has no extra 
funds. Neither does the state. Will 
federal taxpayers be willing to 
carry another heavy load? 

At first glance, at least to this 
native Michigan outstater who for 
many years has visited Detroit 
only when absolutely necessary, 
the plan sounds like a winner, but 
as with most makeover plans 
which involve people — which this 
one does — the devil is in the 
details. 

Which neighborhoods would be 
bulldozed out of existence? Some 
choices would be obvious, others 
not quite so clear-cut. What hap- 
pens to the people bulldozed out of 
their homes? 

Which neighborhoods would be 
“stronger neighborhoods,” espe- 
cially with newly dislocated resi- 
dents forced into new surround- 
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ings? Would they still be “strong” 
with the new residents being 
moved from what amounts to slum 
housing? 

Changing neighborhoods alone 
will not solve the underlying prob- 
lems of blighted neighborhoods, 
which are more likely to be caused 
by poverty and lack of jobs or 
other sources of legal income. 

People can be moved around 
like chess pieces from place to 
place, but that alone will not solve 
the economic and social condi- 
tions, many of them generational, 
which cause the problems in the 
first place.
